First,  I  hope  all  of  our  members  in  IASAC  have  had  a  chance  to  look  at  the  new 
and  improved  ‘Collector's  Guide  Book'  to  our  IASAC  annual  medals.  It  is  truly  a 
work  of  love.  Great  job!  There  is  so  much  of  our  history  as  a  club  in  this  booklet. 
The  background  to  how  the  club  originated,  the  design  of  the  club's  logo,  how  the 
alternating  ingot/bar  and  round  took  place,  and  all  of  the  pertinent  information 
concerning  each  bar  and  for  which  convention  it  was  created  and  when,  who 
designed  it,  who  minted  the  piece,  and  the  mintage  figures  are  ALL  important 
facts  for  us,  the  members,  to  know  and  to  appreciate  just  how  far  our  club  has 
come.  I  hope  there  were  enough  booklets  printed  up  for  many  of  the  new 
members  to  obtain  and  learn  about  IASAC. 

With  that  being  said,  all  I  can  add  is  Thanks,  for  taking  away  all  the  material  for 
my  next  6  columns  in  The  Silver  Bugle.  I  still  have  some  ammunition  left  to  write 
about  for  this  column,  and  then  I'll  wrap  it  up  as  far  as  what  I  can  contribute  to 
the  club's  minting  of  bars/rounds  and  their  history,  and  what  varieties  are  out 
there. 

In  my  last  column,  I  was  up  to  IASAC  11  which  was  the  i995/i°th  anniversary  bar 
in  Las  Vegas.  I  really  enjoy  that  design!  Thank  you,  Jan  Henke  for  that  idea! 
Also,  there  was  one  area  that  I  find  missing  as  I  look  back  at  my  collection  of 
IASAC  medals-the  initial  cost.  Some  of  these  prices  I  quote  might  be  secondary 
market  prices  because  even  though  I’m  TYPE  A  when  it  comes  to  record  keeping, 
I've  wTitten  so  much  in  my  guide  books,  that  I've  written  on  top  of  some  things. 
So,  please  forgive  any  mistakes  you  might  find  noted  here. 

For  IASAC-i,  I  paid  $24  or  $27,  I’m  not  sure.  It  might  be  both  because  I'm  pretty 
sure  I  bought  both  of  these  on  the  secondary  market.  Then,  for  a  long  time  it  was 
$2o/$22  for  plain  silver  and  $50/852  for  the  enameled  silver.  My  first  bronze 
(IASAC-11)  I  bought  cost  $5.  That  remained  steady  throughout  the  years  also. 
This  year  the  plain  silver  is  available  at  $37-50.  The  enameled  silver  is  available 
at  $57.50,  and  the  bronze  is  available  for  $6.  Considering  the  rise  and  fall  of 
silver  throughout  the  years,  that  is  a  good  job  at  keeping  things  consistently 
priced  and  reasonable  to  the  members.  There  have  been  years  where  the 
membership  was  allowed  to  swap  silver  bars/rounds  (.999  fineness,  no  sterling 
or  enameled)  for  a  discount  on  the  bars  that  they  ordered. 

In  2000,  much  to  my  dismay,  there  were  no  enameled  rounds  offered  for  sale  to 
the  membership.  I  moaned  and  groaned  about  this  until  Nancy  offered  to  sell  me 
2  additional  rounds  that  had  not  been  sold  and  have  them  sent  to  Silvertowne  to 
be  enameled.  Now  this  is  a  variety  that  has  only  a  mintage  of  2.  Unfortunately, 
these  were  2  of  the  IASAC  pieces  1  had  stolen  from  my  collection  by  friends  of  one 
of  my  children.  These  2  rounds  are  unique  and  are  numbered  021  and  028.  IF 
you  ever  see  these  being  offered  by  sale  by  anyone,  I  will  pay  a  premium  to  you 
for  retrieving  these  pieces  from  my  collection. 

They  are  out  there  somewhere  I'm  sure.  (1  still  owe  Dan  and  Robin  BIG  Thank 
you’s”  for  buying  some  of  my  other  stolen  IASAC  medals  on  eBay  and  selling 
them  back  to  me!  THANKS  GUYS!) 
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The  last  variety  that  I  know  exists  is  the  Pittsburgh  enameled  from  1998.  At  the 
time  I  was  only  buying  1  of  each  offering  of  medals.  I  received  a  green  enameled 
Pittsburgh  #009.  Later,  when  I  said  I  really  liked  it  and  wondered  if  Duane  had 
any  more  for  sale  from  the  club,  there  were  some  extra  enameled  made,  and  he 
offered  me  one  that  was  blue  enameled  #024.  I  bought  that  one  and  ever  since  I 
have  been  buying  at  least  2  if  not  3  of  each  medal  LASAC  offers  each  year.  Again, 
the  reason  is  two-fold.  First,  the  silver  bars/rounds  the  club  sells  each  year  sen  es 
as  a  fundraiser  for  the  club.  The  club  can  use  the  money  and  it  is  one  way  I  can 
give  back  to  the  hobby  I  enjoy  so  much.  (HINT!  HINT!)  The  second  is  over  the 
years  newer  members  are  disappointed  that  there  is  not  a  large  abundance  of 
leftover  medals  from  previous  years  to  purchase.  This  is  where  I  can  sometimes 
help  a  fellow  member  out  by  offering  one  of  the  extras  I  have. 

Now,  this  is  where  my  information  about  the  IASAC  medals  created  throughout 
the  years  ends.  I  will  have  to  dig  through  my  collection  a  few  more  times  to  see  if 
I've  missed  anything.  If  I  find  I  have  left  something  out  that  may  be  of 
importance  or  interest,  I  will  include  it  in  a  future  column.  Again,  if  you  have  any 
variety  I  have  not  mentioned,  please  let  me  know.  Thank  you  for  the  help.

lifetime?  If  only  the  opportunity  ever  arose 
to  acquire  it? 

Then  years  start  to  slip  by,  you  continue  to 
keep  your  eyes  peeled.  Making  sure  to 
always  spend  the  extra  time  to  inspect  each  item  displayed  in  a  dealer  and  pawn 
collection,  hoping  perhaps  your  final  inquiries  are  granted  the  response  “sure 
there  is  one  in  the  back”  or  “you  mean  this  right  here'  .  But,  every  time  like 
clockwork  “sorry  can't  help  you",  “nope  nothing  like  that".

This 
particular  item  was  minted  by  the  Northwest  Territorial  Mint.  I  still  have  yet  to 
stumble  across  substantial  information  about  the  item,  only  that  it  has  been 
cataloged  as  the  NWT-46  We  the  People,  with  error  depicting  miss-spelled  heroes 
as  “Heros”. 

I  have  reached  out  to  our  members  in  the  past,  sometimes  successfully  other 
times  not  so  much.  I  always  remain  respectful,  sincere  and  appreciative  when 
making  such  information  requests  or  w  hen  accepting  aid  in  locating  an  item. 

So  over  my  short  number  of  years  collecting  I  have  been  unfortunate  more  often 
than  I  wish  to  admit.  However,  I  also  reminisce  with  a  bit  of  a  smirk 
remembering  all  the  great  times  when  I  have  acquired  some  real  “treasures". 
Some  items  I  just  stumbled  upon  never  expecting,  others  I  was  either  aided  by  or 
purchased  directly  from  great  individuals,  friends,  dealers  and  LASAC  collector 
role-models. 

So  final  thoughts,  1  guess  are...  Tough  times  may  make  you  a  collector,  but 
memories,  lessons  and  friendships  gained  along  the  way  make  you  human!

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A  Century  of  Progress 


Mv  favorite  transportation  themed  bar  is  the  Century  of  Progress.  It  was 
minted  in  1974  bv  the  United  States  Silver  Corporation  as  part  of  a  12-part 
series  titled  Current  Events.  This  series  was  minted  for  Death  Valley  Mint. 

The  Century  of  Progress  (USSC-77)  art  bar  depicts  the  Pony  Iixpress, 
which  was  the  way  of  transportation  and  communication  before 
automobiles  were  invented.  It  also  depicts  a  United  States  Postal  Sendee 
carrier  sitting  on  a  snail.  It  refers  to  it  as  “snail  mail.”  Snail  mail  is 
considered  communication  through  the  postal  system  rather  than  today’s 
form  of  communication  which  would  be  the  internet. 

This  art  bar  symbolizes  how  far  transportation  has  evolved  over  time,  from 
horses  and  trains  to  automobiles  and  planes.  We  even  use  the  internet  for 
transportation.  It’s  amazing  to  see  what  advances  in  technology  can  do  and 
continue  to  do.

Mv  favorite  transportation-themed  silver  bar  is 
the  United  States  Silver  Corporation  1974  bar 
(USSC-80)  commemorating  BART,  the  Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  system.  This  bar  honored  the  start 
of  a  new  era  in  public  transportation,  which  has 
had  a  significant  impact  on  my  life. 

When  this  country  was  founded,  walking  and  horses  were  the  main  means  of 
transit.  Steam-powered  locomotives  were  developed  in  the  early  Eighteenth 
Cenmrv,  which  were  used  for  intercity  and  cross-country  travel.  1  lowever,  as 
the  U.S.  cities  grew  m  size,  population,  and  economic  importance,  a  need  was 
perceived  for  safe,  clean  transit  within  an  urban  area.  Horses  were  not  only 
expensive  to  maintain  in  a  cite,  their  refuse  threatened  to  overflow  the  limited 
sanitation  systems.  The  development  of  electric  trains  and  trolleys  gave  city 
dwellers  an  inexpensive  means  to  travel  short  distances.  Before  \\  orld  \\  ar 
One,  Chicago,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  and  New  \ork  had  built  networks  of 
subwav  tunnels,  elevated  track,  and  stations  to  serve  their  residents  and  visitors. 
A  number  of  smaller  towns  had  built  electric  trolley  systems. 

After  World  War  One,  greater  prosperity  led  to  a  boom  in  private  car 
ownership,  and  cities  developed  their  infrastructure  by  improving  roads.  No 
heavy  rapid  rail  svstems  were  developed  in  the  Roaring  Twenties,  while  the 
Great  Depression  made  it  financially  impossible,  and  World  War  Two  funnclcd 
resources  uito  the  war  effort.  After  World  War  Two,  an  even  greater  economic 
boom  made  the  private  car  not  only  common,  but  also  a  necessity  in  the 
growing  suburbs.  Cities  dismantled  the  antiquated  trolley  systems  while  the 
federal  and  state  governments  built  a  network  of  national  highways.  The  one 
exception  was  Cleveland,  which  supplemented  its  light  rail  service  with  a  heavy 
rail  line  19  miles  in  length  in  1955. 

However,  bv  the  mid-1950s  it  was  clear  that  the  new  model  was  not 
sustauiable.  One  person,  one  vehicle  was  an  inefficient  means  of  transit,  and 
the  growing  cities  and  suburbs  would  not  be  able  to  support  the  necessary 
infrastructure.  Air  conditioning  opened  up  the  south  and  west  to  greater 
settlement.  Two  cities  which  grew  dramatically  were  San  Francisco  and 
Washington,  DC.  In  the  late  1950s,  both  governments  realized  that  they 
couldn't  build  enough  highways  to  support  the  anticipated  commuter  demand  a 
decade  or  two  in  the  future,  and  both  sought  the  same  solution:  a  new,  electric, 
air  conditioned  subway  system  that  would  also  increase  access  across  bodies  of 
water  (San  Francisco's  Bav  and  Washington's  Potomac  and  Anacostia  Rivers) 
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BART  was  the  first  to  open  in  1 9*2,  with  service  along  the  East  Bay  (Oakland 
and  neighboring  towns).  The  1974  date  commemorated  on  the  bar  refers  to 
the  West  Bay  (San  Francisco)  line  and  service  in  the  new  underwater  runnel 
connecting  the  West  and  East  Bat’  tracks.  Over  time,  new  lines  and  stations 
have  been  added,  including  San  Francisco  Airport,  although  plans  to  extend 
BART  north  along  or  under  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  were  never  realized. 
Today  BART  supports  more  than  100  million  rides  annually,  making  it  the  fifth 
busiest  heavy  rail  city  system.  BART  was  particularly  valuable  in  1989  when  an 
earthquake  severely  damaged  the  Bay  Bridge.  BART'S  ndership  increased  bv 
50°  o  and  the  trains  operated  on  a  24/7  schedule  for  two  months.  BART  is 
now  looking  to  link  up  to  a  proposed  high-speed  intercity  California  rail 
system. 

The  National  Capital  Area's  Metrorail  opened  up  for  sendee  in  1 976,  shortly 
after  the  Bicentennial  festivities.  Metro  used  the  same  npes  of  fare  machines, 
track,  and  trains  as  BART.  I  first  took  Metro  on  a  high  school  outing  in  1978, 
when  service  was  extended  to  downtown  Silver  Spring,  the  first  station  to  open 
in  Man-land.  After  college,  1  got  a  job  in  Arlington,  Virginia  two  blocks  from 
the  Roslyn  Metro  station,  but  preferred  to  live  in  Maryland,  so  I  moved  into  an 
apartment  two  blocks  from  the  Silver  Spring  Metro  station  Both  I  and  my 
office  have  moved  since  then,  but  I  still  take  the  subway  almost  even  day  to 
work  and  occasionally  to  other  events  in  DC.  I  probably  have  ridden  the 
subway  more  than  15,000  times  and  have  travelled  to  or  through  almost  even- 
station  at  least  once.  As  a  fan  of  public  transportation,  1  have  ridden  the  rails 
in  most  of  the  major  cities  I've  visited,  including  eight  of  the  ten  busiest  (of 
course,  BART  is  one  of  them). 

The  success  of  both  BART  and  Metro  encouraged  many  other  cities  to  develop 
heavy  rail  rapid  transit,  and  Atlanta,  Baltimore,  Los  Angeles,  and  Miami  joined 
the  top  eleven  busiest  cite  systems  after  1976.  Without  these  subway  systems, 
car  traffic  could  grind  to  a  halt  (even  with  subways  taking  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  passengers  each  day,  several  of  these  top  ten  subway  cities  have 
the  slowest  commutes  nationally).  The  quality  of  our  air  would  suffer,  and 
there  would  probably  be  more  paved  highways  and  fewer  parks  and  open 
spaces  in  these  cities.  This  little  ingot  commemorates  a  major  turning  point  in 
American  transit  history. 
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How  to  Get  from  Here  to  There 


I  was  beachcombing  several  weekends  ago,  one  of  my  favorite  and  most 
relaxing  activities,  ingrained  from  the  “olden  days”  when  1  was  a  kid.  Suddenly, 
but  not  literally,  a  light  bulb  popped  on  above  my  head.  How  did  I  get  to  the 
beach,  or  anvwhere  else  for  that  matter?  None  other  than  a  mode  of 
transportation! 

Back  when  I  was  young,  my  Mom  would  pack  pb&j  sandwiches  or  fned 
chicken,  chips  and  dnnks  and  our  family  would  pile  into  the  car  for  a  Sunday 
drive.  We’d  be  off  on  an  adventure  somewhere  -  to  that  “secret”  spot  along 
the  Columbia  River  to  search  for  treasures  along  the  sandy  shores,  or  a  longer 
trip  to  the  rrughtv  Pacific  where  we’d  hunt  for  agates  and  Japanese  fishing  floats 
after  a  winter  storm.  Our  means  of  getting  from  Point  A  to  Point  B  was  a 
Simca  or  the  old  Studebaker  -  automobiles  not  trendy  enough  to  be 
immortalized  ui  silver,  but  transportation  nevertheless. 

Another  memorable  excursion  when  I  was  an  early  teen  was  onboard  a 
freighter.  We  “cruised”  up  the  Pacific  coast  from  Pordand,  Oregon  to 
Vancouver,  British  Columbia  and  then  down  again  to  Long  Beach,  California. 
Our  family  business  used  the  shipping  line  to  send  fruit  around  the  world,  and 
this  was  a  great  adventure.  Our  car,  probably  that  Simca  or  such,  was  loaded 
into  the  hold  of  the  ship.  We  were  the  only  passengers,  and  they  hired  a 
steward  just  to  take  care  of  us  for  the  trip  drat  lasted  about  a  week.  Assigned  to 
cat  with  the  captain  and  officers,  we  were  given  the  run  of  the  kitchen  after 
hours,  and  raided  the  fndge  for  desserts  and  sodas.  It  was  such  fun  to  watch 
the  schools  of  dolphins  that  would  tag  alongside  the  boat  w-hen  scraps  from 
dinner  w  ere  tossed  overboard.  L'pon  arrival  at  the  Port  of  Vancouver,  our  car 
w  as  hoisted  off  the  boat  so  we  could  spend  the  day  sightseeing  w  hile  cargo  w  as 
being  loaded.  Then  the  car  was  returned  to  the  hold  until  we  arrived  in  Long 
Beach,  where  we  disembarked  for  our  first  visit  to  Disneyland.  Again,  no  silver 
bars  portray  the  working  class  type  of  ship  that  we  sailed  on,  but  it  was  an 
unforgettable  experience. 

Several  bars,  however,  are  listed  in  /\n  Indexed  Guide  Book  of  Si  her  ,-\rt  Bcirs,  for 
planes  and  trams  that  figure  in  my  later  memories.  One  is  the  Boeing  0  -  the 
type  of  carrier  I  took  for  my  first  plane  trip  back  in  1970  (HAM-645  Boeing 
707).  My  husband’s  cousin  was  a  Pan  Am  stewardess,  and  she  arranged  for 
first  class  service,  which  back  then  meant  linen  napkins  and  real  silverware  - 
even  a  bottle  of  bubbly  was  included  in  the  deal!  Another  favorite  airplane 
ingot  is  the  Spruce  Goose,  now  archived  at  the  Ev  ergreen  Aviation  Space 
Museum  in  McMinnville,  Oregon  (LET-9  Spruce  Goose  &  USSC-106  the 
Spruce  Goose).  Hus  monster  plane,  made  primarily  of  birch  and  with  a 
wingspan  of  320  feet,  was  the  destination  for  a  family  trip  several  years  ago.  I 
missed  seeing  this  big  bud  in  Long  Beach  when  L\SAC  met  there  in  1 9')  1 . 
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Also  unforgettable  is  the  Chattanooga  Choo  Choo, 
where  IASAC  members  celebrated  in  1994 
Cl iATTANOOGA  CHOO  CHOO(mtscellaneous) 
and  DM- 1 1  Chattanooga  Choo  Choo).  Singing 
waiters  regaled  us  at  dinner,  and  there  was  a  great 
cast  of  characters  in  attendance,  including  Archie  Kidd  and  Steve  Rood,  for 
whom  this  writing  contest  is  dedicated. 

One  can  weave  stories  long  and  short  with  art  bars  illustrating  any  manner  of 
subjects.  1  think  that’s  why  collecting  is  so  personal  and  fascinating  and  such 
great  fun. 
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Means  of  Transportation 


Transportation  is  defined  as  the  movement  of  people,  animals  and  goods  from 
one  location  to  another  by  mode  of  air,  rail,  water,  cable,  pipeline  or  space. 
The  mode  of  transport  makes  use  of  a  particular  vehicle,  infrastructure  or 
operation  in  order  to  provide  for  safe,  efficient,  rapid,  comfortable,  convenient, 
economical  and  environmentallv  sustainable  operation.  Each  mode  has  its  own 
advantages  and  disadvantages,  typically  chosen  on  the  basis  of  cost,  capabilitv 
and  route  preference. 

Modern  societv  forces  people  to  transport  themselves  to  places  of  work,  study, 
recreation  or  other  dailv  activities.  Our  increasing  dependency  comes  at  a  high 
cost  and  negatively  impacts  land,  energy  and  environmental  emissions. 

Negative  impacts  van'  between  modes  and  often  each  are  subject  to 
controversy,  but  surely  we  can  agree  each  remain  a  tragedy  of  the  commons. 

"Flexibility  and  comfort  of  the  indiridua /  deteriorate 
the  natural  and  urban  environment  for  all!” 

With  that  in  nund  I  believe  it  is  only  nght  to  question  the  viability  of  our 
mobilitv  solutions.  I  myself  concluded  current  modes  of  transport  focus  on  die 
convenience  and  comfort  aspects  rather  than  the  safe,  efficient,  economical  and 
environmental  pnnciples.  Now  by  no  means  am  I  in  a  situation  w  here  1  can  nd 
mvself  of  an  automobile  and  begin  to  bike  to  work.  Instead  I  chose  to  limit 
such  technology  and  utilize  such  tools  only  when  necessary.  1  certainly  do  not 
idealize  or  admire  anv  vehicle  that  may  ultimately  condemn  the  global 
population  to  traffic  congestion,  urban  sprawl  and  smog-related  climate 
changes. 

1  associate  some  of  my  opinion  also  stems  from  the  lack  of  romance  in  current 
forms  of  transportation.  Air  travel  certainlv  isn’t  done  wearing  our  Sunday 
best,  ertuse  ships  are  no  longer  about  enjoying  time  and  conversation  amongst 
peers  and  automobiles  are  rarelv  our  ma]or  means  of  recreation. 

Honestly,  I  can  onlv  think  of  one  method  of  transportation  that  has  upheld  the 
ideals  of  environmental  sustainability  and  still  maintains  the  lure,  attraction  and 
romance  of  the  experience.  Hot  Air  Ballooning. 

The  hot  air  balloon  is  the  oldest  successful  human-carrying  flight  technology. 
The  first  untethcred  manned  flight  was  performed  on  November  21,  1  83  in 
Paris  France.  Modern  balloons  with  onboard  heat  source  were  developed 
during  the  1950s  with  the  first  successful  flight  on  October  22,  1960. 
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Today,  hot  air  balloons  arc  primarily  used  for  recreation,  approximately  7,500 
operate  in  the  United  States  alone.  The  equipment  required  and  effort  for 
piloting  such  make  it  almost  impossible  for  those  of  us  with  modest  means 
However,  the  experience  is  still  obtainable  from  flight  companies  near  tourist 
areas  or  while  attending  local  balloon  festivals. 

I  admit  much  of  the  lure  mav  be  associated  with  the  color  or  shape  of  the 
balloon  itself.  However,  some  of  their  attraction  is  the  exceptionally  quiet 
stealthy  flight  characteristics,  the  passengers’  perception  of  lack  of  movement 
or  wind  (since  moving  with  the  direction  of  wind)  and  the  aenal  bird’s-eve 
views. 

At  a  vert'  young  age  1  was  fortunate  enough  to  experience  a  tethered  flight  in  a 
hot  arr  balloon.  A  local  radio  station  balloon  requested  permission  to  land  on 
my  father’s  farm  and  somehow  he  managed  to  persuade  the  pilot  for  the 
opportunity  in  return  for  access  to  the  property.  To  this  day  I  cherish  such 
childhood  memories  and  have  remained  an  enthusiast  ever  since. 

Multiple  venues  hold  annual  balloon  festivals  in  my  vicinity  and  I  typically 
attempt  to  participate,  although  they  certainly  don’t  compare  to  the 
Albuquerque  International  Balloon  Fiesta,  an  annual  nine  day  event  described 
as  the  largest  hot  air  balloon  festival  in  the  world,  which  began  in  1972  as  a  50th 
birthday  celebration  for  770  KOB  Radio. 

The  annual  Balloon  Fiesta  is  the  only  festival  1  am  aware  of  that  also  produces 
commemorative  1  ounce  silver  rounds  depicting  detailed  imagery  in  recognition 
of  special  events.  Very  little  information  is  available  regarding  the  mintage  or 
the  actual  artist,  but  that  shouldn't  deter  collectors. 

Mintage  information  certainly  hasn’t  influenced  mv  abilities  to  reminisce  back 
to  that  summer  day  as  a  child  on  mv  father’s  farm,  the  times  I’ve  spent  awe 
struck  by  the  beauty  of  balloons  in  flight  or  enlightened  at  an  evening  balloon 
glow. 

1  simply  feel  the  importance  of  an  investor’s  personal  collection  should  not  rely 
on  the  specifics  of  each  item  or  even  the  entire  monetary  value  Instead  the 
profit  is  in  the  ability  to  evoke  or  manifest  memories  and  emotions  of  what  you 
treasure  most  out  of  life. 
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Wagon  Train  Pilgrimage 


The  Frontier  Mint’s  Bicentennial  Wagon  Train 
Pilgrimage  bar  (FM-2)  is  one  of  mv  favorite 
transportation-themed  silver  art  pieces  and  even 
ranks  high  in  the  group  of  my  all-around  favorites! 
Not  onlv  is  the  ingot  beautiful,  but  it  represents  mv 
heritage  and  evokes  fond  memories  from  mv 
childhood. 

The  obverse  depicts  Independence  Rock  in  the 
great  state  of  Wyoming,  with  an  old  west  wagon 
tram  during  the  1976  bicentennial  pilgrimage 
reenactment.  The  stagecoach  is  patterned  after  the  1958  four-cent  Overland 
Mail  Stamp  issued  bv  the  U.S.  Post  Office.  On  the  reverse  is  the  familiar 
bucking  bronco  omnipresent  in  the  Equality  State  (even  on  its  license  plates), 
on  top  of  the  bold  numbers  “76”,  commemorating  “The  Spirit  of  76  in  the 
American  West”  by  the  Wyoming  Bicentennial  Commission. 

Independence  Rock  is  now  a  National  Historic  Landmark  and  part  of  the 
Independence  Rock  State  Historic  Site,  but  when  I  was  a  kid  growing  up  in 
Wyoming,  it  was  an  interesting  and  convenient  halfway  point  between  two  key 
towns  in  mv  familv's  life.  One,  where  mv  siblings  and  I  were  raised  (mostly) 
and  our  parents  lived  for  decades  and  the  other  where  we  moved  from  there  to 
lir  e  out  the  remainder  of  our  dai  s  in  the  state.  Consequently,  when  my  family 
would  make  its  own  pilgrimage  on  occasion  to  visit  old  fnends.  Independence 
Rock  was  our  pit  stop  to  get  out  and  stretch  our  legs  and  use  the  facilities. 
Those  facilities  at  the  time,  by  the  way,  were  just  a  couple  of  wooden 
outhouses,  not  the  nice  Rest  Stop  the  now. 

It  was  also  the  place  where  one  of  the  great  tales  of  family  lore  happened.  As 
the  storv  goes,  on  one  trip  Mom  and  Dad  were  traveling  without  us  and  made 
the  pottv  stop  at  the  Rock  as  usual.  Without  a  word.  Dad  walked  out  of  the 
outhouse  straight  to  the  car,  grabbed  a  coat  hanger  and  his  handgun  from 
under  the  seat,  and  walked  right  back  in.  Two  shots  rang  out  and  seconds  later. 
Dad  exited  with  a  dead  six-foot  rattlesnake  draped  over  the  coat  hanger.  Ah 
ves,  wonderful  Wyoming  -  outhouses,  guns  and  rattlesnakes  -  the  \\  ild,  \\  lid 
West! 

Independence  Rock  was  also  a  significant  landmark  m  the  times  of  the  early 
settlers.  It  was  situated  on  the  Oregon,  Mormon  and  California  Emigrant 
Trails  near  the  Sweetwater  River  and  served  as  a  way-station  for  pioneers 
heading  west.  If  the  parties  reached  the  site  by  the  Fourth  ot  July,  they  knew 
that  thev  would  most  likely  be  able  to  cross  the  Sierra  Nevada’s  before  the  first 
major  snowfall.  It  is  from  this  Independence  Day  significance  that  the  rock 
derives  its  famous  name. 
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The  rock  itself  is  a  large  granite  monolith  that  sprawls  over  27  acres,  stands  as 
tall  as  a  twelve-story  building  at  its  highest  point,  and  is  over  a  mile  in 
circumference.  It  has  been  called  “the  great  register  of  the  desert"  as 
thousands  of  travelers  carved  their  names  into  the  stone  to  serve  as  a  record 
that  thev  were  there.  Others  left  signatures,  initials  and  dates  in  tar,  paint  and 
buffalo  grease,  though  most  of  those  have  long  since  worn  away  except  in 
caves  and  sheltered  alcoves.  Visitors  often  spend  hours  just  looking  at  all  of 
the  inscriptions  still  visible,  including  many  coarse  hieroglyphs  of  Indian 
warriors.  We  were  fortunate  to  spend  a  little  extra  time  each  break  in  our  trips 
and  take  a  look  at  the  historical  notations  ourselves. 

Looking  at  this  silver  art  bar  and  the  covered  wagon  also  conjures  up  thoughts 
of  mv  ancestors.  Mv  great-grandfather  was  well-known  in  Western  Wyoming 
for  his  freight  teams  and  mv  great  uncles  for  their  outfitting  services.  We  even 
have  a  photograph  from  1906  of  an  amazing  five-wagon,  18-horse  pack  team 
thev  were  using  at  the  time.  I  can’t  help  but  think  of  them  and  their  travels 
over  the  rugged  Rockv  Mountain  terrain  and  all  of  the  similar  conditions  die 
earlv  pioneers  faced. 

This  bar  also  takes  me  back  to  that  great  bicentennial  time  in  1976  when  the 
entire  country  was  celebrating  our  200  tears  of  independence.  There  were 
parades  and  festivities  at  ever)'  turn  and  it  was  such  a  hopeful  time  of 
patriotism  and  pride.  Reenactments  such  as  this  pilgrimage  to  Independence 
Rock  were  happening  all  over  the  land  and  they  gave  pause  for  reflecung  on 
our  past,  embracing  our  present  and  looking  towards  our  future. 

I  think,  this  silver  art  bar  is  perfect  for  this  theme.  Not  only  does  it  show  an 
actual  mode  of  transportation  and  a  stopping  point  in  many  of  my  own 
passages,  but  it  represents  so  much  more  to  me.  It  transports  me  to  simpler 
times  growing  up  and  to  fond  reflections  of  family  history.  It  transports  me  to 
thoughts  of  the  struggles  that  our  forefathers  faced  to  forge  this  new  nation 
and  the  perseverance  that  protected  our  independence  It  transports  me  to 
patnotic  celebrations  In  essence,  it  transports  me  across  time  and  distance  and 
feeling,  and  that  is  indeed  powerful  transportation.

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My  Two  Cents  about  Silver  Bars

I  would  like  to  agree  with  w  hat  Chris  Geiner  said  about  silver  art  bars  in  The 
Silver  Bugle.  I  became  interested  in  art  bars  about  15  years  ago.  I  always  liked  to 
collect  things  and  as  I  grew  older  I  found  out  that  after  collecting  my  "Treasures", 
most  of  them  were  worth  a  bunch  less  than  what  I  had  paid  for  them. 

Some  of  them  have  gone  to  nearly  nothing  in  value.  So,  I  was  thinking  at  my  age 
(at  that  time)  58.  what  could  I  collect  that  would  always  have  an  inherent  value 
and  not  diminish  in  value?  Then  I  saw  my  first  art  bar  and  thought  that  is  neat, 
so  I  bought  it. 

After  a  few  years  of  studying  silver,  I  learned  that  art  bars  are  the  most 
undervalued  commodity  on  the  market.  They  continue  and  will  always  be  in 
demand.  My  reasoning  was  that  if  silver  went  down,  the  collectors  would  pay 
more  for  the  rarity  value.  If  silver  went  way  up  and  I  had  some  to  sell,  I  did  not 
care  why  they  bought  it.  So,  I  became  an  avid  collector.  I  currently  have  over 
1.550  different  bars,  about  120  that  I  have  not  found  listed  in  a  guide  book  and  I 
have  collected  many  duplicates.  I  try  to  buy  bars  so  they  do  not  get  melted,  but 
they  are  getting  harder  to  find. 

As  you  know,  I  have  my  own  bars  made  by  SilverTowne.  I  now  have  made  nine 
different  bars  under  the  name  “Crafts  by  Doty".  To  date,  I  have  made  4,165  total 
bars  in  silver,  enameled  silver,  bronze,  antique  bronze,  enameled  bronze,  nickel 
silver,  enameled  nickel  silver,  antique  nickel  silver,  copper  and  enameled  copper. 
I  also  have  three  styles  of  bullion  bars. 

There  is  a  lot  of  work,  time  and  money  invested  in  the  production  of  art  bars. 

•  Draw'  up  the  artwork  and  send  it  to  the  mint. 

•  The  mint  sends  a  version  of  the  artwork  in  the  proper  layout  for  your 
approval. 

•  After  you  approve  the  design  they  will  cut  a  soft  steel  die. 

•  The  mint  will  then  send  a  lead  copy  of  the  bar  for  your  final  approval. 

•  After  approval  they  will  harden  the  die,  afterwards  no  changes  can  be  made 
(you  own  it). 

•  If  you  want  enameling,  it  requires  a  different  die  cut  and  you  must  state  such 
up  front. 

•  After  minting,  the  enameling  is  done  one  color  at  a  time. 

•  Then  the  bar  can  be  engraved  if  you  want  and  it  is  packaged  and  shipped. 

•  If  you  make  canceled  bars  there  is  also  an  expense  to  cancel  the  hardened 
die. 

Why  make  canceled  bars?  To  prove  the  die  will  no  longer  produce  additional 
small  limited  editions.  As  Chris  stated,  you  cannot  buy  an  art  bar  for  just  a 
couple  dollars  over  spot  as  you  do  bullion.  With  small  mintages,  you  must  take 
the  overall  expense  divided  by  the  number  of  bars  to  acquire  the  true 
manufacturing  cost. 

I  think  collecting  art  bars  is  a  great  hobby  and  can  also  be  an  investment  at  the 
same  time.  Did  you  know  you  can  insure  art  bars,  but  you  cannot  insure  money 
or  bullion?
